A congressional Investigation of 
recent price boosts by big corpora- 
tions, especially U. S. steel, was 
proposed to the house banking com- 
mittee today by Rep. Spence (D- 
Ky.). 


Chairman Wolcott (R-Mich.) said 


representatives of U. S. Steel might 
be asked to testify before the com- 
mittee—"perhaps later this week." 


Rep. Smith (R-Ohlo) objected to 
the proposal, saying: 


"We should be careful not to 


make a scapegoat of industry. It's 
politicians in Washington who are 
responsible for the high cost of 
living.""Searching for Cause" 


Spence replied: 
"If we are searching for 
the 


cause of high prices,' then call 
hi>re the chairman of the boards 
and presidents of these big corpo- 
rations that are making price In- 
creases affecting the cost of living 
and the nation's welare." 
The Inquiry was proposed as the 


house and senate banking commit- 
tees resumed their studies of Pres- 
ident Truman's anti-Inflation pro- 
gram. This program Includes a pro- 
posal for an excess profits tax. 


Paul Porter, heading the admin- 


istration's drive for legislation to 
curb rising prices, told senators

2.—(/P)—Russia circulated today a 
proposed Danube River pact which 
would give Eastern Europe's Com- 
munist-dominated states virtually 
exclusive control over the 1,800- 
mllo long trade artery.

the document formally tomorrow.

Russia and her neighbors dem- 
onstrated their unity on the Dan- 
bbian question in the first three 
conference sessions.

France 
withdrew a proposal that the de- 
cisions bo made by a two-thirds 
vote after Vishinsky opposed it. 


The Russian proposal specifical-

'Employment In manufacturing 


and processing plants continues at 
almost a peak, while retail and 
v holesalo activity has shown a de- 
crease during tho past 80 days. The 
percent of decrease, however, Is no 
gi-oater than Is usually found at 
this season of the year, and Is ex- 
pected to take a decided trend In 
tho other direction as the crop har- 
vesting season approaches." 


Total new applications for work 


dropped to 87, Including 24 women 
and 22 World War II veterans.
